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Class  History 


OX  this  date,  twenty-ninth  clay  of  Aug- 
ust, 1918, did  I  together  with  a  host  of 
worthy  colleagues,  late  of  that  insti- 
tution commonly  called  the  Eighth  Grade 
— having  first  passed  the  intelligence  test 
by  answering  such  questions  as,  "Why  is  a 
crow?" — or  "Art  thou  fain  to  be  a  social 
butterfly?" — receive  missives,  requesting 
our  presence  before  His  Excellency,  Mr. 
Tiffany,  Governor  of  the  United  Colony 
of  Intellectual  Workers  of  the  Springfield 
High  School. 

On  the  third  day  of  September,  the 
time  set  therefor,  I  with  my  worthy  col- 
leagues did  assemble  ourselves  in  the  place 
designated.  Some  did  come  in  cars,  some 
in  carriages,  and  some  were  glad  of  heart 
to  walk.  Divers  were  the  feelings  as  we 
did  enter  into  the  presence  of  His  Excel- 
lency. Here  he  did  labor  to  make  us  see 
the  value  of  another  colony,  and  how  it  was 
meet  for  us  U>  embark  our  various  from 
wanderings  and  settle  with  him  and  his 
colony.  And,  in  truth,  we  did  add  a 
goodly  number  to  his  followers  for,  in  all, 
we  were  nigh  unto  five  hundred.  So,  we 
being  induced  to  join  him,  His  Most 
Esteemed  Excellency  did  converse  with 
us  and  did  expound  to  us  "Work,"  and 
did  assure  us  that  we  had  not  to  play. 
His  Excellency's  helpers  (who  did  seem 
numerous  to  us)  did  then  separate,  divide, 
and  assign  us  to  different  portions  of  the 


huge  settlement  under  the  command  of 
efficient  helpers,  and  while  there,  we  did 
find  ourselves  provided  with  divers  things 
to  promote  the  success  of  our  work. 

The  settlement  was  methodically  di- 
vided into  different  parts,  and  to  each  part 
assigned  was  a  place  of  habitation,  and  to 
each  habitation  did  a  well-trod  paty-way 
lead.  But  a  goodly  number  of  by-paths 
did  intrude  themselves  upon  us  and  small 
obstacles  did  seem  to  spring  up  all  around 
when  we  would  fain  have  started  to  our 
labors.  Many  and  sore  were  the  trials 
to  our  spirits  and  sorely  was  the  patience 
of  the  Governor  and  his  helpers  tried. 
But  this  lasted  not  so  long  for  grave 
Experience  did  teach  us  many  things. 
Thusly,  did  a  most  trying  year  at  length 
pass  by,  yet,  we  did  in  the  end,  confess  to 
have  attained  a  goodly  bit  of  wisdom. 

The  second  \ear  of  our  residence  did 
begin  in  much  the  same  manner  as  had  the 
first  except  that  this  time  we  did  arrive 
with  a  feeling  that  we  had  acquired  much 
wisdom  previously.  On  every  hand  we 
did  see  new  colonists  going  through  much 
the  same  fear  and  trouble  as  had  we  our 
previous  year.  But  we  had  received  no 
quarter  in  our  trying  time  nor  did  we  now, 
in  turn,  think  to  give  any.  We  did  make 
it  our  business  to  disturb  the  minds  of 
our   younger   colonists   by    knowing   looks 
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and  slight  nods,  and  oft  did  disuirh  their 
physical  comfort  In'  sundry  lialis  of  nn)isl- 
ened  paper. 

\'c't  1  may  not  say  that  \vi'  were  fiill\' 
trre  of  heart  for  although  \vc  did  knoAv  ihc 
nooks  of  the  settlement  well  !)>•  thi^  lime, 
we  did  often  meet  with  those  win  mi  we 
did  consider  as  our  enemies,  although  they 
received  great  praise  from  our  Governor. 
Foremost  among  these  were  Masters  Caesar 
and  Plane  Geometry.  Master  Casear 
seemed  always  of  a  queer  sort  to  us.  fur  at 
times  we  were  persuaded  he  w.is  full  nf 
goe)d  intentions  toward  us  and  then  wciuld 
he  reverse  his  good-will  and  whilst  walking 
and  conversing  among  us  would  suddenK' 
immerse  us  in  conjugations,  or  lose  us  in 
labyrinths  of  translation  from  which  we 
finally  emerged  bathed  in  perspiration  and 
filled  with  hatred.  Master  Geometry  was 
e'en  more  perverse  to  some  of  us.  At  a 
certain  iKuir  of  the  ilock  he  would  lead 
us  through  mysterious  and  soul-rocking 
jungles  of  theorems  and  corollaries  anil 
was  fain  to  exhaust  us  with  his  ra\ings. 
W'herefor,  we  did  a\-oid  and  slight  these 
two  as  much  as  possible  and  legion  were 
the  times  when  we  did  receive  due  penal- 
ties. Oft  times  from  one  of  the  clock 
unto  three  were  we  forced  to  abitle  in  the 
"jail"  of  the  settlement  for  our  GoodK' 
Governor  would  have  no  trifling — and  soon 
were  our  hearts  quelled  unto  sulimission 
by  the  awesome  glances  of  our  Governor's 
helpers. 

Yet  whilst  we  did  lalior  with  the 
Governor  and  his  helpers,  we  did  so<_)n 
become  attached  to  them,  and  we  were  at 
divers  times  sore  troubled,  for  Cupid  did 
make  so  bold  as  to  come  among  us  and 
did  assault  several  of  the  Go\ernor's 
helpers  with  his  deadly  arrows,  and  so 
soreK'  did  the  designing  fair\-  torment 
them  that  they  would  fain  have  passed 
their  time  in  trance  instead  of  in  worthy 


labor.  So,  at  last,  our  GoodK'  (".o\ernor 
did  advise  his  stricken  hel]iers  to  follow 
the  achice  of  the  f,iir\  lh.it  the\-  might 
the  sooner  continiK'  their  work,  for  they 
were  all  ol  iini)ortance  to  the  settlement, 
one  being  Captain  of  the  Comnu-rcial 
Geography  Ser\-ice,  another  of  tlie  Math- 
ematical Ser\ice.  and  a  third  ,md  fourth 
were  fain  to  unite  the  L.itin  and  Mathe- 
matical S(.-r\iiX's.  They  <lid  profit  b\-  the 
Governor's  achice  and  muchly  did  we 
rejoice  at  their  good  fortune  .ind  .it  their 
blissful    countenances. 

The  close'  ot  our  st'cond  year  ot  residence 
did  end  without  other  great  e\ents,  liut 
iKJt  without  goodh'  resolutions  for  the 
coming  \ear.  We  did  see  more  than  e^'er 
the  need  lor  greater  eltorts  on  our  |Kirt 
that  We  might  form  a  colony  on  which 
we  might    think  with   |)ride  in   later  \ears. 

When  we  ditl  enter  uiion  the  third 
year,  our  schedule  did  inclui.le  more  than 
our  usual  duties.  In  [ire\ious  years, 
owing  to  the  no\"elt\'  of  our  surroundings, 
we  were  inclined  to  w'ithdraw  ourselves 
from  the  sports,  such  as  basket-ball  and 
football.  In  truth,  we  would  h<i\e  held 
but  small  place  with  our  older  colonists, 
but  this  >ear  we  did  begin  to  prepare  for 
our  final  \'ear  and  did  get  much  good 
exercise  which  serxed  us  well  in  the  lutiire. 

Besides,  did  we  form  clubs  whiih  not 
only  did  increase  our  abilit\-  for  our  work, 
but  did  also  help  to  establish  friendly 
relations  w'ith  our  older  fellows.  Thus  did 
we  \yd\c  the  way  for  our  final  and  best 
\ear. 

At  the  begimiing  ol  this  our  final  year, 
a  staltwart  giant,  one  Mr.  Matheny  did 
make  his  appearance  from  a  nearby  settle- 
ment and  did  ha\-e  plans  whereby  he  might 
better  our  athletic  ser\ice.  We  did  many 
times  compete  with  other  colonies  in  foot- 
ball and  basketball  and  did  at   one   time. 
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compete  with  our  Go\ernor's  own  athletic 
squad  which  did  consist  of  divers  of  his 
helpers.  Many  were  the  jests  which  we 
did  make  bold  to  cast  at  this  squad  when 
we  returned  to  the  settlement  rejoicing 
that  we  had  won  a  good  fight.  We  did 
win  many  other  such  fights  and  did  gain 
a  just  need  of  praise  for  our  prowess. 

During  the  three  years  of  our  residence 
many  of  our  members  did  leave  our  goodly 
settlement,  and  at  this  time  our  number 
is  reduced  to  some  two  hundred.  Many 
have  gone,  convinced  that  the>-  can  do 
more  in  the  business  world,  while  yet 
others,  guided  by  Cupid,  ha\'e  joined 
forces  in  other  colonies. 

During  the  year,  we  did  find  it  neces- 
sary to  elect  officers  for  our  various  busi- 
ness matters.  We  did  elect  Master  Stanley 
Johnston  as  Captain;  Master  Emerson 
Prince  as  Assistant  Captain;  Mistress 
Hazel  Harrison  as  Scrivener;  and  Master 
Lamar  Miller  as  Treasurer. 

Inuring  this  time  there  did  trouble 
arise  in  the  settlement  owing  to  the  fact 
that  one  wise  young  man  did  make  so 
bold  as  to  express  his  \'iews  upon  the  young 
misses  of  our  settlement.  Creat  was  the 
uproar  among  the  fair  sex  when  his  bold 
articles  did  appear  in  the  daily  journal. 
Many  did  haste  to  answer  them  in  such 
way  that  I  fear  the  rash  young  man  did 
find  himself  sore  tried  in  framing  suitable 


reply.  For  about  a  seven  day  period  a 
battle  of  words  did  rage,  after  which,  I 
am  glad  to  relate,  the  subject  was  dropped 
with  public  opinion  still  in  favor  of  the 
old  maxim — "Practice  what  you  Preach." 

Not  long  after  this,  the  Governor,  Our 
Captain,  and  a  committee  of  our  own 
numbers  did  arrange  a  programme  at 
which  all  the  other  colonists  were  present. 
At  this  little  programme,  given  on  the  big 
campus  of  our  settlement,  our  colors, 
American  Beauty  and  Silver,  were  dis- 
played in  a  most  charming  manner.  In 
the  meeting  we  did  give  over  to  those  of 
the  younger  colonists  our  places  in  the 
l)ig  campus,  and  they  in  turn  did  present 
us  with  a  most  beautiful  shield. 

And  now,  before  this  account  is  fully 
completed,  one  more  event  must  be  re- 
counted. On  the  twenty-first  day  of 
April  a  party  was  given  in  honor  of  us 
by  our  younger  companions,  and  we  did  all 
assemble  in  the  Gymnasium  of  the  settle- 
ment. Many  were  the  games  which  were 
played  and  greatly  did  all  enjoy  them- 
selves. Refreshments  were  served  and  the 
remainder  of  the  exening  was  passed  in 
dancing. 

Thus  does  our  final  year  draw  to  a  close, 
and  it  is  with  deep  regrets  that  we  bid 
the  Cjovernor  and  his  helpers  adieu,  and 
with  the  best  of  wishes  that  we  surrender 
our  places  to  those  yet  to  come.

BASKETBALL 

Springfield  High  enjoyed  a  most  successful  basketball  season  during  the  winter 
of  1921-22.  They  won  15  out  of  20  games  played.  In  the  scheduled  scholastic  games 
they  won  11  out  of  14,  while  in  tournaments  they  won  4  out  of  6.  In  scholastic  games 
the  greatest  number  of  points  rolled  up  against  them  was  32,  when  Middletown  defeated 
them  32-31. 

In  many  games  they  held  a  team  to  a  single  field  goal,  and  in  one  game  had  only 
one  point  scored  by  the  opposing  team.  Coach  Matheny  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
wonderful  scoring  machine  which  he  built  up.  During  the  season  they  rolled  up  a  total 
of  598  points  to  their  opponents  414.  The  greatest  number  of  points  scored  against 
them  was  by  Toledo  Scott,  which  defeated  them  48-20  in  the  O.  S.  U.  Tournament. 

Ellsworth  Simmons  played  a  forward  on  the  team.  He  is  only  a  Freshman  but 
proved  to  be  the  greatest  point  getter  on  the  team.  He  rolled  up  60  field  goals  and 
shot  80  out  of  139  foul  goals  which  together  netted  him  200  points.  Simmy  was  guilty 
of  fouling  on  42  occasions  but  this  can  be  overlooked  considering  his  record.  He  proved 
to  be  one  o  the  fastest  forwards  in  the  state.  His  feinting,  dodging,  dribbling  and  pas- 
sing helped  much  in  winning  games.  We're  looking  for  an  All-Ohio  forward  from 
you  next  year,  Simmons. 

"Tuff"  in  basketball  as  in  football  proved  to  be  the  hard  luck  man  of  the  team. 
His  injured  knee  proved  to  be  a  great  handicap  and  he  was  kept  out  of  se^'eral  games 
on  account  of  it.  Notwithstanding  this  disadvantage,  Ralph  managed  to  cage  the  ball 
46  times  in  14  games.  Adding  to  this  a  foul  goal  which  he  made  in  one  game  he  was 
good  for  93  points  during  the  season.  Ralph  will  be  back  with  us  next  year  and  we 
hope  he  has  a  bigger,  better  and  easier  year  in  athletics  than  he  had  in  the  last. 

"Jack"  Barr  was  the  smallest  man  on  the  team  but  despite  his  smallness  he  managed 
to  score  20  points  in  the  8  games  in  which  he  took  part.  Jack  came  from  Tremont  to 
complete  his  scholastic  course.  He  finished  his  first  three  years  in  the  Tremont  City 
High  School.  We're  glad  he  came  to  us  for  he  showed  us  that  they  can  play  basket- 
ball in  Tremont  as  well  as  anywhere. 

To  Captain  Miller  goes  the  credit  of  serving  the  greatest  number  of  minutes  of  any 
man  on  the  team.  This  honor  was  also  accredited  him  in  football.  During  the  season 
he  was  in  the  game  727  minutes,  which  was  46  minutes  longer  than  his  nearest  contender, 
Mac  Barr.  "Dutch"  played  guard  and  rolled  up  a  total  of  52  points  during  the  season. 
We  lose  Miller  this  year  by  graduation,  but  we  hate  to  do  it  for  in  him  we  lose  one  of  the 
best  athletes  we  ever  produced  in  the  local  high  school.  "Dutch"  kept  his  team  fighting 
every  minute  that  he  was  in  the  game  and  should  be  commended  on  the  way  in  which 
he  made  them  play.  Good  Luck  in  the  future,  "Dutch." 

Mac  Barr,  better  known  as  the  "Poodunk"  flash,  was  fourth  high  scoring  man.  He 
caged  the  ball  forty-five  times  in  nineteen  games.  Mac  a  brother  to  Jack,  came  here 
under  the  same  conditions  as  his  brother  and  will  graduate  in  June.  He  could  always 
be  depended  on  when  he  was  in  the  game.  He  was  excellent  in  following  up  long  shots, 
for  time  after  time  he  broke  in  after  a  long  shot  had  missed  and  made  the  goal.  We 
hate  to  lose  you  Mac  and  want  to  congratulate  you  on  the  game  you  played. 

"Army  "  was  heard  to  remark  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  "Well,  I  guess  I'll 
go  out  and  mess  around  on  the  floor  awhile.  I  might  make  a  good  water  boy."  We're 
glad  to  say  that  "Army"  made  good  as  a  guard.  He  played  the  same  cool  game  of  basket- 
ball as  he  did  of  football.  He  never  got  "sore"  and  could  always  be  depended  on  to 
stop  his  man.  We  hope  that  he  continues  his  game  when  he  goes  to  college  for  we 
lose  him  by  graduation  this  year. 

"Sammy"  played  a  running  mate  to  Simmons  at  the  forward  positions  and  gave 
Simmons  a  good  run  for  scoring  honors.  Sam  scored  59  against  Simmons'  60  field  goals 
but  did  not  have  the  fouls  to  help  his  average.  Sam  will  leave  us  in  June  to  go  to  col- 
lege.    With  him  goes  the  heartiest  wishes  for  a  successful  future. 
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George  Hennessy  was  one  of  the  most  reliable  subs  of  the  squad.  He  was  always 
there  when  given  a  chance  and  always  did  his  best.  "Hen"  leaves  us  this  year  for  "high- 
er ideals"  but  wherever  he  goes  he  will  know  that  his  school  appreciated  his  nc\'er- 
tiring  efforts  on  the  Hoor. 

"Bill"  Luse  is  a  new  man  on  the  sciuad.  He  tle\'elopetl  his  playing  in  di\isicin  games 
and  proved  to  be  one  of  the  fastest  sub  forwards  on  the  stpiad.  i^ill  is  onl\'  a  junior 
so  will  be  back  next  year  to  "show  his  stuff"  on  the  floor. 

Warren  Seigel  was  another  of  the  new  men  on  the  squad.  He  was  given  one  onl\- 
chance  to  play  but  gave  a  good  account  of  himself  then.  Warren  will  be  back  next  year 
and  we  wish  him  luck.
